takes, however, such an experience 
as this sometimes to teach people 
how* dependent they are, not only for 
the ordinary comforts of life, but 
even for health and life itself, upon 
honest and efficient government. We 
do not know all the details of the 
circumstances which led to this wa­ 
ter famine in Charlotte, but we do 
know th a t no governm ent th a t was 
both honest and efficient could have 
allowed it to happen. The fault may 
not lie with the officials now in of­ 
fice; it may lie with the system of 
government, or w*ith the indifference 
or parsimony of the people. Let other 
cities take warning from Charlotte's 
experience. 
There 
were. however,

the evil.

Mary Frith, better known as Moll 
Cutpurse, was a notable figure in old 
time London life. 
She had the repu­ 
tation of being the first woman to 
smoke tobacco in England. 
The length of her days is a disputed 
point, but it seems certain that 6he 
attained the age of over threescore 
years and ten. It is asserted that con­ 
stant smoking prolonged her life. 
A 
portrait representing her in the act of 
smoking forms the frontispiece of 
Middleton s comedy of the "Roaring 
Girl.” She also figures in other plays 
of the period. 
Mary was the daughter of a shoe­ 
maker living in the 
Barbican, and 
Malone gives 1684 as the date of her 
birth. She early took to wicked ways 
and became a noted "highwayman." 
Among her familiar friends were the 
notorious Capt. Hind 
and 
Richard 
Hannam. 
She was an expert swords* 
woman. 
Single-handed she robbed on 
Hounslow Heath. 
Gen. Fairfax of 200 
gold Jacobuses, shooting him through 
the arm and killing two of his horses 
on which his servants were 
riding. 
For the offense she was committed to 
Newgate, but on paying the general 
£2,000 she obtained her liberty. 
At one time Mary had £3,000 of 
her own, but by giving money to dis­ 
tressed cavaliers she died compara­ 
tively poor. 
Her death took place in 
July, 1659, and she was laid to rest 
in St. Bridget's.

It is tru e th a t 
th ey a re not cheap, either in their 
original cost o r in th e ir operation, but 
the cost is not prohibitive, and, w hen 
intelligently operated, th e outlay for 
cu rre n t need n<»t be g re a t—h ardly m ore 
th an for gas a t av erag e prices. 
T heir 
a ttra c tio n lies not in any' ac tu al econ­ 
om y which th e ir use can accomplish, 
b u t in th e fa c t th a t th e y m ak e cook­ 
ing really' clean an d cool. 
T he opera­ 
tion of cooking m ay be m ade so d ain ty 
th a t it can lie carried on in th e dining 
room itself, for, in electric cooking, 
there is n eith er ash, soot, smell, flame 
nor g as of any kind, an d there is not, 
of course, any hand lin g of fuel. There 
is no d a n g e r connected w ith these de­ 
vices—they will not even “ burn o u t" 
if the c u rre n t is thoughtlessly left on. 
W hile It Is popyihle to use ordinary 
cooking vessel* In connection with elec­ 
tric stoves—th e la tte r are sim ply little 
m etal disks suitably m ounted and in­ 
sulated and a tta c h e d to a lam p socket 
w ith a cord a n d plug—those cooking 
devices which a re com plete in th e m ­ 
selves a re m ore satisfactory , as. ow ing 
to th eir construction, th ere 1s absolute­ 
ly' no w’a ste of heat. the vessels fitting 
snugly and fasten in g sec urely to the 
“stoves.** 
T here a re com bination cook­ 
ers w'hich give m uch satisfaction, such 
as double hollers,

ITEM IN THE DIET 


kreat Food Value—How Fruit Sugars Impart Strength 


and Acids Regulate Digestive Functions 


By H. IRVING HANCOCK 
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and in m eats as well, an d th a t in tile 
fruits these m ineral m a tte rs a re found 
in only com paratively sm all quantities; 
yet the m ineral su bstan ces of the fruits 
are presented in form a th a t perm it 
ready assim ilation. 
Flavors of fru its are due, to some e x ­ 
tent. to th e acid constituents, yet m uch 
more to aro m atic ethereal substances. 
These latter, in addition to stim ulating 
m a n s 
palate, serve useful 
though 
m inor food purposes in th e body. 
It is 
in th e m a ite r of su g a rs 
th a t 
fru its a re distinctly valuable. 
Cane 
su g a r is /a m ore complex bu Distance 
th a n th e usual fruit sugars. 
The for­ 
m er is know n In the laboratory as a 
double saccharide. 
C ane su g a r 
and 
starch, 
before being suited 
to 
the 
body's needs, m u st be converted into a 
s i m p l e r tyi>e of sugar, which the chem ­ 
ist te rm s an In vert sugar. 
F r u it s u ­ 
g a rs lielong to this “inv ert” class and 
are th erefore suitable for direct assim ­ 
ilation. requiring less w ork of th e body 
th an does canc sugar. 
A ny observing person 
h av in g 
the 
care of the young m ust have noted how 
a child, tired out with play, wilt clim b— 
instinctively, it m ight be said—-up onto 
the limb of a fruit tree and sit there 
m unching a t fruit. Soon a fte r tile child 


will be found m uch refreshed. 
M us­ 
cular exertion b u rn s up in v ert su g a r in 
the body. 
The fru its h a v e supplied 
more, in a form th a t is speedily m ad 
available; hence tho m uscles are ready 
for more work. As a paralltd it m ay be 
sta te d th a t all m ilitary com m anders 
are fam iliar with the spectacle of h* iv - 
ily burdened, long-m arching 
soldiers 
raiding n earby fru it trees w henever a 
h a lt is allowed. 


Fruit Revives Tired Muscles. 


T he effect of inv ert su g ars of fruits 
in reviving tired m uscles is a great 
deal better understood th a n it w as a 
few years ago. 
Cane su g a r m u st act 
In the sam e w ay, though m ore slowly. 
The invert 
Bugara 
m ost 
commonly, 
found in fru its are glucose (grape su ­ 
gary an d levulose (fruit sugar). 
It is 
because the invert su g a rs do not re­ 
quire as m uch “ m aking over” in the 
intestinal tra c t th a t th ey may' be used 
more rapidly for the repair of m u s­ 
cular fatigue. 
G rapes an d some sw eet cherries h a re 
been found to contain as m uch os 15 
per 
cent, 
of 
invert sugar. 
Apples, 
gooseberries, raspberries 
and 
s tra w ­ 
berries usually contain 7 to 6 per cent. 
of invert sugar. 
Borne of the larger, 
early apricots, on tho o th e r hand, Con­ 
tain as low as 2 per cent, of this sub­ 
stance. 
F o r the relief of m uscular f a ­ 
tigue the foregoing fruits, with the e x ­ 
ception of apricots, are highly su it­ 
able. 
('a n e su g a r also is usu ally found, 
though In varying quantities, in fruits. 
In the so ur lemon this form of sugar 
does not usually reach above I per 
cent. In b a n a n a s cane su g a r is present 
to the ex ten t of about l l per cent. 
In 
some kinds of plum s th e cano su g a r 
content goes as high as 14 per cent. 
N aturally, it Is in the dried fruits 
th a t 
su g a r is found in g re a te r q u a n ­ 
tities. 
As high as 32 per cent, of in­ 
vert s u g a r has been found in prune®; 
in English curran ts. 54 per cent.; in 
raisins, 61; in figs, 48; in dates, 66 per 
cent. 


W hy F ruit Is Laxative. 


A p art from the su g a r value of fru its 
there is an o th er benefit th a t is common 
knowledge—their laxative effect. 
Few 
fruits ac t as actu al purgatives. 
Their 
mildly laxative effect is due largely to 
the presence of cellulose, a woody tiber. 
This cellulose is little, if any, absorbed 
into the system , b u t its presence in the 
intestine acts as a m echanical irrita n t 
or stim ulan t. 
Fruit, therefore, should 
be liberally supplied in all dietaries 
w here laxative effects are desired. 
Most of the green vegetables a c t in 
a sim ilar w ay th ro u g h the presence of 
cellulose. 
It would seem, therefore, as 
though vegetables m ight be relied upon 
to p erform this laxative w ork wholly. 
Experh nee, however, has proved th a t 
a judicious m ixture of fruits an d green 
vegetables in the d ietary is m ore effi­ 
cacious. 
Of the fresh fru its there is a wide 
range, all of them excellent for la x a ­ 
tive effect. Of the dried fru its figs ar© 
th e be^t; of the stewed fruits, peaches, 
apricots, pears and apples ap pear to 
be the m ost useful, in the order named. 
It should hero be rem arked th a t the 
rh u b a rb stalk, while not botanically 
entitled to be regarded as a fruit, will 
serve excellently all the usual purposes 
of fru it in the ration. 
U nfortunately, the m a tte r of bulk in 
food is not yet as com m only understood 
as it should be. 
Briefly, the idea of 
bulk in food m ay be explained, b y sa y ­ 
ing th a t it is not sufficient for one to 
eat, every tw enty-fou r hours, fond th a t 
contains 
sufficient 
nourishm ent 
yet 
which does not m ake up m uch hulk or 
weight. T hus ort© could, by eating con­ 
centrated foods, obtain actu al nourish­ 
ment « nough for the body. though e a t­ 
ing daily only six or eight ounces of 
such- condensed foods. 'The digestive 
tra c t of a grow n person is built to han­ 
dle a larger bulk of food; and the di­ 
gestive organs, notably th e intestine, 
would suffer from partial disuse if only 
Concentrated foods of sm all bulk were 
eaten. 
In other words, to insure the 
best conditions of health in the diges­ 
tive tract, th* re must lie a fairly good 
I bulk cf food to be handled there. 


Bulk Needed in the Diet. 


F ru its, like the green vegetables, are 
com posed very largely' of w ater. 
So 
m uch of w a te r is there in both fruits 
an d green vegetables th a t bo til classes 
are know n as “dilute” foods. Such di­ 
lute foods are highly useful in m aking 
up the hulk of a m eal w ithout over­ 
crow ding the body w ith actual nu trien t 
m atter. 
Beef, for instance, is a con­ 
cen trated food, cheese another, 
lf one 
were to ea t solely' of cheese or beef, 
an d only' enough in q u an tity to meet 
the body's needs in nourishm ent, th ere 
would not he bulk enough to keep the 
bowels healthfully active. 
Yet, if one 
were to eat only beef or cheese, and 
consum e such a diet in quan tities suf­ 
ficient to satisfy the bulk requirem ents 
of the intestines, he would overtax his 
body w ith fa r m ore nourishm ent th a n 
could t>e properly or usefully assim i­ 
lated to the body’s needs. 
Hence the 
need of fruits and green vegetables as 
“dilute” foods to m aintain the needed 
bulk of a meal w ithout overcrowding 
a t the nourishm ent end. 
In ac tu a l tissue building elem ents 
th e fru its are markedly' deficient. Only 
those food substances know n as pro­ 
teins can be utilized in the body for 
building tissue. 
T he m ost-used fruits 
contain I per cent., or less, of protein, 
as ag ain st 15 per cent, of protein in 
whole w heat, or 20 per cent, in some 
cuts of beef. 
The olive contains more 
protein than an y of the other common 
fruits; namely. 2.5 per cent. 
By pinny 
a m a te u r dietitians the 
b a n a n a 
has 
been greatly 
over-rated, some 
even 
calling it a fruit beefsteak. 
Tile pro­ 
tein (tissue-building food) content of 
the b a n a n a is 1.3 per cent., which is 
lust the sam e proportion of protein as 
is contained in blackberries. 
F a t is a n o t h e r food constituent found 
in low quantities in nearly all fruits. 
Th© exceptions a r 1 th© alligator pear, 
with IO per cent, of fat, and th e olive, 
w ith 17 per cent.
